Colonel Lime Fox, president of tho An- 


thropological Society, undoubtedly expressed 
the feeling of a large proportion of tho 
scientific community wliau lie publicly stat- 
ed, tho other day, his conviction that tho 
wide-spread belief in Spiritualism, irrespec- 
tive of the thing itself, deserves. tho careful 
attention of anthropologists, as itself a con- 
temporary phenomenon of the gravest im- 
portance. 
Certainly 
tho phenomena of 


growing superstitious are equally important 
with those that are decayed or decaving, 
with which latter comparative mythology 
and anthropology are BO busy. 
For ono 


thing, the ethnological peculiarities of Spirit- 
ualism aro very singular. 
Why, for in- 


stance, is it that Spiritualism does not flour- 
ish in Germany ? Kussia has plenty of it on 
one side and France on tho other, but 
throughout the vast Gorman empire we hear 
of no medium, no Spiritualist newspaper, 
and no seances, aud thia although Germany 
possesses tho tqost superstitious peasantry 
in the world. 
When we come to Hungary 


we find a considerable Spiritualist circle, 
represented by an organ, the Monthly Ite- 
floxipnen aus der Geisterwclt. 
In Tartary, 


Spiritualism is n very ancient institution, 
and especially the Tartars have foi centuries 
used tho planchetto to divine the wishes of 
their deceased nmm.siors. In Spain there aro 
many spirit- circles and a journal devoted to 
the subject. In Italy there aro circles mainly

and roll out the crust for currant pica, and 
attend to the bread baking in the ovon arc 
thinking of those boarders, iiuniiring thti wny 
Miss Bell does her hair, and tho way Miss 
Bates wears her furbelows, those stylish lit- 
tle touches that never germinate beyond city 
streets. Malviua and Phcubc look on tho 
queer doings of tho city boardors with some 
little pricks of envy.

plicity of their tastes is a surprise to her. 
She wonders that folks who have velvet 
carpets nnd satin chairs nt home, in their 
parlors, can love to haunt tho old barn, aud 
Ho in among tho sweet pillows of tanned 
hay nnd clover, with tho brown rafters nnd 
Hwnllowa' nests overhead. Aunt

lifts kept city folks long enough to know 
that thny don't wear tho *horirt upon tho 
filnovft, that ihoy liko lo bo let nkmo, nnd 
tlmt no nmount of Yankee ipiKtioning will 
onahio hor to discover tho d'lTovoncn, in 
point of viow, between thorn nnd herself. 
Wnnt sho simply feels, in her daily round 
of drudgery, is that beauty ' is absent i'rom 
hor life, while they aro enabled to p-alhor it 
from tho onrlh and air nnd turn it into 
living joy.
